University students in 
Edmonton are de-stressing 
this exam period with the 
help of a few youthful diver¬ 
sions. 

“There’s dog therapy. 
There’s art therapy where 
you can sit down and let 
your feelings out on a can¬ 
vas. Then there’s a sundae 
bar where you can just eat 
ice cream and put sprinkles 
on it,” said Michael Glazier, 
manager of volunteers and 
services at the Students’ As¬ 
sociation of MacEwan Uni¬ 
versity (SAMU). 

At the end of March, 
SAMU held a successful 


event that saw students 
lining up for a number of re¬ 
laxing activities. 

The association is plan¬ 
ning a similar one for the 
coming weeks, as students 
wrestle with final exams 
and assignments. 

“I think students are 
more stressed just because 
of the lifestyles and societal 
differences.... Some (stu¬ 
dents) are working full-time 
jobs, most are working one 
or two part-time jobs,” Glaiz- 
er said. 

While Glaizer said the 
sundae bar was “just be¬ 
cause everyone loves des¬ 
sert,” the bubble-wrap room 
was an opportunity for stu¬ 
dents to unwind by destroy¬ 
ing something. 


“Who doesn’t like to pop 
bubble wrap?

Glazier said. 

At the University of Al¬ 
berta, a stress-relieving pro¬ 
gram called Furry Friends 
has proven to be popular, 
with students lining up for 
hours to pet and play with 
dogs. 

Robin Everall, University 
of Alberta Associate Dean of 
Students, said animals are a 
simple way to lift spirits. 

“In times of real stress, 
sometimes it’s the little sim¬ 
ple things that help us just 
to cut into that stress for a 
few minutes and relax and 
have a moment or two to 
smile,” she said.

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Body-rub backer 
arrested at hearing 


Unexpected twist. 

Appeal delayed after 
man, accused of 
living off the avails 
of prostitution, is 
hauled off by police 


The arrest of a supporter of 
a controversial city body-rub 
parlour stopped a develop¬ 
ment hearing in its tracks 


Thursday. 

The proposed parlour was 
denied a development permit 
earlier this year over parking 
concerns, and the appeal of 
that decision was scheduled 
to be heard. 

Simon Shum, 55, who was 
registered to speak in favour 
of the proposal, was arrested 
just prior to the start of the 
hearing for living off the 
avails of prostitution. 

Det. Dave Schening, who 
took Shum into custody, said 
this was not related to the 
hearing but part of a broader 
investigation into human 
trafficking. 


After the arrest, the de¬ 
velopment appeal board 
voted to adjourn the hear¬ 
ing, because the lone person 
speaking in favour of the pro¬ 
ject struggled with English. 

Ha Yung Tso, who is pro¬ 
posing to open the massage 
parlour, appeared to have 
trouble understanding the 
hearing but afterward said 
her business is in no way 
linked with the sex trade. 

Her legal counsel was not 
available at the time. 

Ciystal Kids, a nearby 
youth centre, has collected 
12,000 signatures on a peti¬ 
tion encouraging the board to 


reject the appeal and ensure 
the parlour does not open. 

Biyan LaFleche, board 
president for Ciystal Kids, 
said while the delay is dis¬ 
appointing, the community 
will not let the issue go. 

“We think the community 
is cohesive around this issue 
and they are not going to let 
it go away,” he said. 

LaFleche said he and 
others believe that the busi¬ 
ness is, in fact, connected to 
the sex trade. 

“If it walks like a duck 
and it quacks, and it quacked 
pretty loud today, then it’s a 
duck,” he said.

Final arena deal 
slated for city 
council agenda 

A final agreement on the 
downtown arena is ready 
for council’s signature, but 
the missing $100 million 
for the project remains 
unaddressed. 

A report on the pro¬ 
posed agreement will go 
to city council Wednesday. 
It includes a fixed price for 
the building and Winter- 
garden pedway, a 35-year 
commitment to keep the 
Oilers in Edmonton and a 
ticket tax to help pay for 
the facility. 

The report also men¬ 
tions the city is looking at 
ways to move the arena 
further to the west on 
the site, freeing up land 
that could be sold as well 
as potentially keeping 
the Baccart Casino at the 
location. 

The report does not 
include information on 
an investment of $100 
million from the province, 
but Coun. Kim Krushell 
said she remains confident 
Mayor Stephen Mandel 
will have a solution. 

“I think the mayor 
recognizes that we are 
going to have to get that 
dealt with pretty quickly,” 
she said. 

Krushell said it is im¬ 
portant to remember the 
city doesn’t need a cheque, 
just a commitment. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
said council has moved 
forward on projects with¬ 
out all funding in place 
before — but this would 
be different. 

“In this case, the differ¬ 
ence is this: we are dealing 
with a private-sector part¬ 
ner, and that is something 
we need to clarify with the 
administration.”

“We’re trying to get 
those people to a better 
place. The addicted, the 
homeless, the mentally ill 
— those are the three areas 
we’re focusing in,” police 
Chief Rod Knecht said. 

The move comes after 
Knecht spoke to Metro in 
a year-end interview in De¬ 
cember about creating a 
central intake facility for 
Edmonton’s most vulner¬ 
able. 

At the time, Knecht 


talked about an “assess¬ 
ment centre” that would 
bring together the efforts of 
social agencies, police and 
emergency responders. He 
said he hoped the strategy 
would come to fruition this 
year. 

Earlier this week, Knecht 
updated reporters on the 
strategy, telling them they 
can expect a formal pro¬ 
gram announcement in the 
coming weeks. 

He said police, shelters, 
hospitals and emergency 
workers are focused on 


identifying and treating 
their top 50 “consumers.” 

“On some occasions, 
we’re dealing with the same 
people 100 and 150 times a 
year,” he said. 

Knecht said the force’s 
mandate is to treat these re¬ 
peat clients as individuals, 
as opposed to just numbers 
in the computer system. 

“The deeper these people 
get into the criminal-justice 
system after they’re ar¬ 
rested, the more difficult 
it is to deal with them,” he 
said.

Growing up in the family res¬ 
taurant, I watched my dad 
plop a spoonful of Campbell’s 
mushroom soup on a patty and 
call it a mushroom burger. 

Today, what passes as a 
mushroom burger must in¬ 
clude fungus of Japanese herit¬ 
age marinated in wine reduc¬ 
tion of French origins. 

Culinary finesse that was 
once left to gourmet chefs 
and even some chains has be¬ 
come the standard in many 
independent kitchens.

Ralph Klein boosted profile 
of degenerative disease

Ralph Klein’s struggle with a 
relatively unknown form of 
dementia called frontotemp¬ 
oral degeneration has brought 
some needed attention to the 
disease, experts say. 

Family and friends of the 
former Alberta premier pub¬ 
licly revealed his diagnosis of 
FTD, also known as Picks dis¬ 
ease, last year and spoke of 
how it was robbing the once- 
outspoken and quotable polit¬ 
ician of his words. 

Klein, 70, died in a Calgary 
nursing home last week after 


battling the dementia, lung 
problems and pneumonia. A 
public memorial is to be held 
on Friday in Calgaiy. 

Dr. Ian Mackenzie, a pro¬ 
fessor of neuropathology 
at the University of British 
Columbia, says most people 
know about Alzheimer’s, but 
few have heard of FTD, the 
second-most common type of 
dementia. 

Putting a face to FTD may 
raise its awareness, says Mack¬ 
enzie, who adds there aren’t 
many other public figures 
known to have the disease. 

“It certainly takes an 
amount of braveiy, I think, to 
come forward,” he said. “It’s 
sort of easier for somebody to 
admit or announce that they 
or a loved one has cancer or 
they have heart disease.

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Poll. Canadians have little 
faith that their private 
information is protected 


A newly released poll sug¬ 
gests Canadians overwhelm¬ 
ingly believe their private 
information is more at risk 
today than it was a decade 
ago and that the federal gov¬ 
ernment and corporations 
don’t take the issue veiy ser¬ 
iously. 

The poll commissioned 
by the office of the federal 
privacy commissioner found 
about 70 per cent of Can¬ 
adians believed there’s less 
privacy protection today than 
there was 10 years ago. 

Very few felt personal 


information was being safe¬ 
guarded as much as it could 
be. Only 21 per cent of those 
polled felt the federal govern¬ 
ment took its responsibility 
to protect private informa¬ 
tion seriously, about 64 per 
cent responded “somewhat 
seriously” and 12 per cent 
chose “not seriously.” 

For businesses, 13 per cent 
of respondents said corpora¬ 
tions take the issue seriously, 
68 per cent chose “somewhat 
seriously” and 18 per cent re¬ 
plied “not seriously.”

Roger Ebert had the most- 
watched thumb in Hollywood. 

With a twist of his wrist, 
the critic could influence a na¬ 
tion of moviegoers and some¬ 
times make or break a film. 
He was best known as half of 
a TV duo with Gene Sislcel and 
later with Richard Roeper. 

Ebert, film critic for the 
Chicago Sun-Times since 


No fear

1967, died Thursday at the Re¬ 
habilitation Institute of Chica¬ 
go, two days after announcing 
on his blog that he was under¬ 
going treatment for a recur¬ 
rence of cancer. He was 70. 

“So on this day of reflec¬ 
tion, I say again: thank you 
for going on this journey with 
me. I’ll see you at the movies,” 
he wrote Tuesday on his blog. 

After cancer surgeries 
in 2006, Ebert lost portions 
of his jaw and the ability to 
speak, eat and drink. But he 
went back to writing full time 
and eventually even returned 
to TV. In addition to his work 
for the Sun-Times, he became 
a prolific user of social media, 
connecting with fans online. 

In early 2011, Ebert 
launched a new show, Ebert 
Presents At the Movies. The 
show had new hosts and fea¬ 
tured Ebert in his own seg¬ 
ment, Roger’s Office. He used 
a chin prosthesis and enlisted 
voice-over guests or his com¬ 
puter to read his reviews.

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H7N9 causes 5th death in China 


14 cases. It's not 
known how people are 
becoming sick, though 
scientists say the virus 
may have mutated, 
spreading more easily 


A middle-aged man who 
transported poultiy for a liv¬ 
ing and another unidentified 
person have died from a new 
strain of bird flu, bringing 
the death toll to five among 
14 confirmed cases in China, 
the government and state 
media reported Thursday. 

The 48-year-old man, who 
died in Shanghai, is one of 
several among the infected 
believed to have had direct 
contact with fowl. Until 
recently, the virus, called 
H7N9, was not known to 
infect humans. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency did not identify the 
fifth fatality, but said that 
person also died in Shanghai 
on Wednesday.

What will the new flu do? 


Reading 
the clues 

Three sick people. That’s all 
it took to make scientists 
who study influenza edge-of- 
seat nervous this week over 
a rapidly evolving public 
health situation in China. 

Four years after H1N1 
swine flu, a new avian virus, 
H7N9, came out of nowhere. 

While it’s too soon to say 
if these are the first halting 
steps of a new pandemic 
virus, at this point flu ex¬ 
perts would not bet against 
H7N9. 

Here’s what they saw, 
and the clues they are look¬ 
ing for as they race to figure 
out if the world is on the 
verge of a pandemic. 

Influenza scientists 
always pay attention when 
animal flu viruses start mak¬ 
ing people sick. While some 
H7 viruses have infected 
people in the past, viruses 


bearing H7 and N9 in com¬ 
bination had never been 
known to infect humans. 

Adding to the alarm: 

The three people were not 
linked. That means each 
caught the virus from an 
animal, or a person. So far 
the virus hasn’t been found 
in poultiy or pigs, the likely 
suspects. 

Chinese authorities 
announced they had found 
a closely matched H7N9 
virus in pigeons in Shanghai 
but could these be the sole 
source? The WHO’s top flu 
expert, Dr. Keiji Fukuda, 
doesn’t think so. “Not im¬ 
possible but not the most 
likely scenario,” he says. 

The first three cases 
didn’t live close to one 
another and the distance 
among infections has 
become greater, making it 
increasingly clear that H7N9 
virus is spreading, un¬ 
detected, over hundreds of 
kilometres, the Canadian press

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Canadian couple’s 
slaying linked to 
missing $16K ring? 


Possible motive. First 
clue in Florida deaths 
of Rochelle Wise and 
David Pichosky whose 
bodies found Jan. 10 


Police in Florida tell local 
media that robbery may 
have been the motive in the 
slaying of a Toronto couple 
found dead in their winter 
home there. The Miami Her¬ 
ald reports investigators say 
Rochelle Wise’s wedding 
band was missing from the 
couple’s condo in Hallandale 
Beach, Fla. 

The newspaper describes 
the ring as platinum finish 
with five half-carat white 
diamonds in a half moon 
shape and says it is val¬ 
ued at $16,000. Hallandale 



Beach Police Chief Dwayne 
Flournoy told the TV station 
WSVN the ring “may be in a 
pawnshop” or someone may 
have “unwittingly” taken it. 

It’s the first clue to 
emerge regarding a possible 


motive in the deaths of Wise, 
66, and David Pichosky, 71, 
whose bodies were found 
Jan. 10. 

Police have described the 
killing as “senseless.” 

Wise and Pichosky were 
married about four years ago 
and her son has said they 
were just beginning to take 
advantage of their retire¬ 
ment. 

Police released video 
in Februaiy from a neigh¬ 
bour’s surveillance camera 
hoping to identify a woman 
seen walking to the rear of 
the couple’s home that day 
cariying an unidentified ob¬ 
ject then leaving without it. 

The medical examiner 
has concluded the deaths are 
homicide by asphyxiation, 
although police haven’t said 
whether it was by hand or a 
ligature, the Canadian press

Dirty bomb material seized from 3 men 


Three men are under arrest 
in Georgia on charges of il¬ 
legally possessing a radio¬ 
active isotope that can be 
used in a dirty bomb, but au¬ 
thorities say they didn’t have 
enough to make one of the 
devices. 


Police say the three Geor¬ 
gians were holding Ameri- 
cium-241. That is one of the 
substances widely seen as a 
possible component in explo¬ 
sive devices aimed at spread¬ 
ing radioactive particles that 
would kill or sicken people. 


Grigol Basilia, the energy 
ministry’s top official for se¬ 
curity issues, on Thursday 
declined to say how much of 
the isotope was seized, but 
said it was “not enough to 
build a so-called dirty bomb.”

U.S. President Barack Obama 
said Thursday that passing new 
federal gun-control measures 
will be a tougher slog than im¬ 
migration reform. 

Obama told an intimate 
group of high-dollar donors 
Thursday he is optimistic immi¬ 
gration legislation can succeed 
within the next few months, 
because the impact of the 
November election is breaking 
through partisan gridlock.

“People spoke out through 
the ballot box,” he said. “It’s 
going to be tougher to get the 
kind of gun legislation to re¬ 
duce gun violence through the 
Senate and the House that so 
many of us, I think, want to see, 
particularly after the tragedy of 
Newtown. And I still think it 


can get done if people are acti¬ 
vated and involved.” 

It was Obama’s most candid 
assessment yet on the prospects 
of gun legislation in Congress, 
an issue he has been pushing 
since a gunman shot and killed 
20 children and six educators in 
a Newtown, Conn., elementary 
school in December. 

Obama has been pushing 
Congress to act on both the 
gun and immigration issues. 
Senators are preparing a bipar¬ 
tisan immigration bill that’s 
expected to be released as early 
as next week. But in the face 
of stiff opposition from the 
National Rifle Association, the 
country’s powerful gun lobby, 
efforts in Congress to curb gun 
violence are in danger of losing 
steam.

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RCMP ID Canadians killed in Algeria 


The remains of two young 
men from London, Ont., were 
among those found at the site 
of a deadly terrorist siege in 
Algeria in January, the RCMP 
confirmed Thursday as they 
pleaded with the public to 
help in their investigation. 

Beyond confirming a 
four-day-old headline, how¬ 
ever, the unusual and hastily 
called news conference raised 
far more questions than it an¬ 
swered — chief among them 


whether the police probe is 
making any progress. 

“We are continuing our 
work and gathering evidence 
in this case to determine the 
circumstances that led to Ali 
Medlej and Xristos Katsirou- 
bas departing Canada,” said 
RCMP Supt. Marc Richer. 

In the face of questions 
about whether police had hit 
a dead end, Richer acknow¬ 
ledged that such investiga¬ 
tions are dependent upon key 


details from members of the 
community. 

“People tend to look to 
the police (as) having all 
the answers. The reality is, 
we need the public’s help,” 
Richer said. 

“What we need to know 
is that benign piece of infor¬ 
mation that may be annoy¬ 
ing someone who’s wonder¬ 
ing what to do with it. Pick 
up the phone and call the 
number on the screen. That’s 


what we want people to do.” 

Medlej and Katsiroubas 
are believed to have played 
key roles in the January at¬ 
tack on a natural-gas plant, 
which killed at least 38 hos¬ 
tages and 27 other militants. 

No other details about the 
pair or about other potential 
suspects are being released 
for fear it could end up com¬ 
promising the investigation, 
said Richer.

After a series of escalating 
threats, North Korea has 
moved a missile with “con¬ 
siderable range” to its east 
coast, South Korea’s defence 
minister said Thursday. 

But he emphasized the 
missile was not capable of 
reaching the United States 
and that there are no signs 
that the North is preparing 
for a full-scale conflict. 


North Korea has been rail¬ 
ing against U.S.-South Korean 
military exercises that began 
in March and are to continue 
until the end of this month. 

The allies insist the exer¬ 
cises in South Korea are rou¬ 
tine, but the North calls them 
rehearsals for an invasion and 
says it needs nuclear weapons 
to defend itself. The North 
has also expressed anger over 
tightened UN sanctions for its 
Februaiy nuclear test. 

Analysts say the ominous 
warnings in recent weeks are 
probably efforts to provoke 
softer policies from South 
Korea, to win diplomatic 
talks with Washington and 
to solidify the image of young 
North Korean leader Kim

A self-styled street preacher 
was sentenced to death Thurs¬ 
day in the killings of three 
down-and-out men lured by 
bogus job offers posted on 
Craigslist.

Richard Beasley of murder 
recommended that he face 
execution. The judge had the 
option of reducing the sen¬ 
tence to life in prison. 

Beasley, 53, was convicted 
of teaming up with a teenager 
in 2011 to use the promise of 
jobs on an Ohio farm to lure 
the victims into robberies. 


Three men were killed, and 
a fourth who was wounded 
testified at Beasley’s trial. 

The judge read the three 
death sentences in a hushed 
courtroom crowded with vic¬ 
tims’ relatives, some of them 
holding back tears. 

Later, about to be sen¬ 
tenced on other crimes in¬ 
cluding kidnapping, Beasley 
said he was innocent and 
expects to have his convic¬ 
tion overturned on appeal.

Mideast unrest clouds planned Kerry visit 


Tinderbox. Thousands 
of Palestinians hit 
the streets in the

Thousands of outraged Pales¬ 
tinians took to the streets of

Central African 
Republic. U.S. optimistic 
agreement can be 
reached to continue the 
hunt for Joseph Kony 


The United States is looking 
for ways to ensure the hunt 
for wanted warlord Joseph 
Kony continues in Central 
African Republic despite a 
change in leadership in the 
country that has forced the 
search to be suspended, a 
State Department official said 
Thursday. 

The U.S. announced a new 
$5 million US reward for in¬ 
formation leading to the ar¬ 
rest of Kony, the leader of 
the Lord’s Resistance Army, 
a small but brutal band of 
warriors who abduct children 
and adults as fighters and sex¬ 
ual slaves. 

There are 100 U.S. special 
forces helping advise African 
forces across Central African 
Republic, South Sudan, Con¬ 
go and Uganda. But rebels in 
CAR deposed the president 
and took the capital, Bangui, 
more than a week ago, and 
African and U.S. efforts to 
hunt Kony there have since 
been put on pause. 

Stephen J. Rapp, an am- 
bassador-at-large for the State 
Department’s Office of Global 


Criminal Justice, sounded 
optimistic that an agreement 
could be reached to allow the 
hunt to continue. Rapp said 
the rebels in the new govern¬ 
ment also don’t want to see 
Kony in their countiy and 
are looking to eliminate the 
threat Kony brings “within 
the next six months.” 

Because the rebels in Cen¬ 
tral African Republic took 
power by force, kicking the 
president out of the capital, 
the U.S. has restrictions on 
the co-operation and activ¬ 
ities it can cariy out with the 
new leadership. The African 
Union has voted not to recog¬ 
nize the rebels as the leaders 
of the countiy. 

Along with the reward 
for Kony, the Obama admin¬ 
istration announced up to 
$5 million US in rewards for 
two of Kony’s top aides and 
for a Rwandan rebel leader 
suspected of crimes against 
humanity. 

The International Crimin¬ 
al Court issued an arrest war¬ 
rant for Kony in 2005.

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Digital archives. British 
Library aims to preserve 
Internet for researchers 


Capturing the unruly, ever- 
changing Internet is like trying 
to pin down a raging river. But 
the British Library is going to try. 

For centuries the library 
has kept a copy of every book, 
pamphlet, magazine and news¬ 
paper published in Britain. 
Starting Saturday, it will also 
be bound to record eveiy Brit¬ 
ish website, e-book, online 
newsletter and blog in a bid to 
preserve the nation’s “digital 
memory.” 

As if that’s not a big enough 
task, the library also has to 
make this digital archive avail¬ 
able to future researchers — 
come time, tide or technologic¬ 
al change. 

The library says the work is 
urgent.

to Internet wine trade 


The internet is blossoming into 
quite the virtual vineyard. On¬ 
line wine options in the U.S. 
are everywhere, from flash sale 
sites like Loti 8 offering daily 
deals to Faceboolc prodding you 
to send a little something for 
Aunt Suzy’s birthday. 

And now there’s a new gen¬ 
eration of startups such as Club 
W, which adds a little algorithm 
to your albarino, using surveys 
and ratings to figure out what 
you might like to drink next. 

The click-and-sip approach 
seems to be catching on, says 
Jeff Carroll of ShipCompliant, 
a Boulder, Colo.-based company 
that helps wineries comply 
with shipping laws.

Hardly two years after it 
launched, BlackBerry will si¬ 
lence its streaming music ser¬ 
vice.

The program is expected to 
boost the city’s tax revenue 
because the registration re- 
quirementis essentially win¬ 
ning the city more taxable 
residents. 

According to city calcula¬ 
tions, some 40,000 people 
living and working in Tallinn 
are registered in other cities 
andtowns. But more than 


5,000 new Tallinn residents 
have been registered since 
Jan. 1, compared with 3,600 
residency registrations dur¬ 
ing all of last year. 

With 1,000 new residents 
equalling an estimated 1 mil¬ 
lion eurosin tax revenue, the 
current registration rate 
would offsetthe cost. The on¬ 
ly catch is that one m ust be 
registered as a city resident 
and get a two-euro transit 
pass.

Yes, Ryan Gosling is aware 
of the “Hey girl” meme. 
When the subject is bravely 
broached, the already quiet 
actor smiles and squirms in 
his chair. 

“Remember when Fabio 
was on that rollercoaster and 
he got hit in the face by a 
pigeon?

Gosling is bit more open 
when talking about his new 
film, The Place Beyond the 
Pines, his second for director 
Derek Cianfrance. The two 
are on the same page. 


“We were making Blue 
Valentine,” he remembers, 
“and I had this cockamamie 
theoiy that I could rob a bank 
and get away with it. I wasn’t 
so afraid of jail. He said that 
was crazy, that he had just 
written a movie about that.

In the Place Beyond the 
Pines, Gosling plays Luke, a 
face-tattooed carnival motor¬ 
cycle racer who, in the open¬ 
ing, discovers one of his flings 
has resulted in a baby boy.

“It’s all about conse¬ 
quences,” Gosling explains. 
“It’s this guy who’s a melt¬ 
ing pot of masculine cliches: 
muscles, tattoos, motorcycles, 
guns, knives.

Followers of The Following 
know not to get too attached 
to any of the characters on 
the dark CTV/Fox series.

Luckily, Weston was 
spared the deadliest blows 
when former agent Ryan 
Hardy, played by Kevin 
Bacon, arrived just in time to 
scatter his attackers. 

Ashmore says his charac¬ 
ter returns to action in this 
Monday’s episode, although 
the assault leaves Mike heav¬ 
ily scarred, inside and out. 

So what’s in store for Mike? 

Mike has been tiying to get 
Ryan Hardy, Kevin Bacon’s 
character, to befriend him, 
trust him and I think that 
Mike was kind of like the 
shiny penny — he was just 
kind of this goofy kid that 
was annoying the Ryan Hardy 
character and I think after 
the sacrifice that Mike makes 
Ryan starts to tmst Mike to 
a certain extent and let him 
in a little bit.

It is a fine line to walk be¬ 
cause you don’t want to go 
too much and be almost com¬ 
pletely geeky. I don’t think 
that there was ever that idea 
that Mike should be a total 
fanboy. He’s an FBI agent, 
he’s a professional, he has to 
be talented, smart. 

And did you play it down be¬ 
cause you knew that eventu¬ 
ally Mike would have this 
life-altering encounter with 
the followers? 

I didn’t know anything about 
(that). We find out episode- 


to-episode what’s going to 
happen. ... We got the warn¬ 
ing in the first episode, 
“This is the kind of show 
where we will kill lead 
characters so if it happens 
down the line don’t take it 
personally.” Which is why I 
think the show is so effect¬ 
ive. 

When someone has a 
knife to their throat ... or 
is being beaten, on a nor¬ 
mal show you’d be like, 
“Oh, well, that’s one of the 
leads, they’re not going to 
kill the lead.” 

On our show, that just 
might happen.

From the real world’s Mata 
Hari to the fictional James 
Bond, spies come in all shapes, 
sizes, races and genders.

In the FX Network series 
The Americans, Soviet KGB 
agents Philip and Elizabeth 
Jenninigs have avoided both. 
They have, in fact, become 
quite adept at posing as a 
married couple living, work¬ 
ing (and spying) in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 

For actor Matthew Rhys, 
who plays Philip, the draw of 
portraying such a duplicitous 
character was irresistible.

will resolve itself. 

“Also in that mix is a 15- 
year pretense of domestic 
marriage with two children, 
along with the extremity of 
what Philip and Elizabeth do 
for a living. Contained within 
that is the sort of multitude 
of characters that they have 
to play, and the whole action 
element, which is fantastic,” 
enthuses the actor. “We had 
a few weeks of martial arts 
training and Joe Weisberg, 
who’s the show’s creator and 
an ex-CIA operative, did some 
counter-surveillance work 
with me and Keri Russell 
(Elizabeth).” 

Early on in The Amer¬ 
icans — which is set during 
the 1980’s Cold War period 
— Philip considers defecting, 
mainly for the sake of the 
children, but Elizabeth refus¬ 
es. This causes further friction 
in their relationship and sub¬ 
sequent betrayals, personally 
as well as professionally. 

“So many things have 
changed, in many ways ir¬ 


reparably, and to a degree 
where you wonder how Philip 
will be able to recover with 
Elizabeth or, indeed, the 
people he worked for,” notes 
Rhys. ”It has sort of solidified 
and consolidated eveiything 
Philip was beginning to be¬ 
lieve, not about her, but cer¬ 
tainly the KGB. 

“In the episodes we’re 
shooting now, I feel that he’s 
in a state of transition. Philip 
wants to make a move, but 


isn’t quite sure how to get 
out. 

“I think he has reached a 
point where he’s no longer 
defined by his work. Philip 
has realized that their job 
has a shelf life and that the 
vice is slowly tightening. His 
real ambition in life is now, I 
think, to secure a future for 
his children as well as him 
and Elizabeth. However, the 
only real way to do that is to 
get out.”

Fans of They Might Be Giants 
know to expect the unexpect¬ 
ed. Over the course of a singu¬ 
lar 31-year career, the Brook¬ 
lyn-based duo of John Linnell 
and John Flansburgh have 
carved out a solid pop music 
niche, as whip-smart geelc- 
roclcers and deft musical sat¬ 
irists, with a trademark sense 
of humour that’s equal parts 
existential dread and surreal 
silliness — often within the 
same song. 

In more recent years, 
they’ve supplied music for 
films, TV and even children’s 
albums. 

“We’re just as aware (as 
anyone else) of what an un¬ 
likely place we reside in, in 
the rock constellation,” Flans¬ 
burgh says. 

Their most recent effort, 
Nanobots, seems to reflect 
all these trends, with sub¬ 
jects ranging from exploding 
heads (You’re On Fire) to the 
Oedipus complex (Call You 
Mom) to eccentric 20th cen- 
tuiy inventor Nikola Tesla 
(Tesla). Its most distinguish¬ 
ing feature, however, is a set 
of what Flansburgh describes 
as “miniature” songs, many 
less than 15 seconds long, 
interspersed among the long¬ 
er tracks. 

“They’re almost like jin¬ 
gles for insane ideas,” he says. 

Madness, perhaps, but not 
without a method. 

“As we were constructing 
the album,” Flansburgh says,

“But starting from an ‘any¬ 
thing but cliched love songs’ 
point of view is actually pretty 
liberating,” he says. “It’s go¬ 
ing to make things bolder as 
you approach writing songs ... 
Speaking as a listener myself, 
I know the experience of be¬ 
ing affected by a song, and I 
know how tremendous that 
is, and a lot of times it does 
come from a song landing an 
idea that seems all its own.”

this but of course, it’s not 
funny,” she said over the line 
from Sudbury, Ont.

Elisapie points out that 
the Juno she won in ‘05 was 
for a drastically different pro¬ 
ject than her solo work (she 
dropped the innovative pop 
record Forbidden Love last 
fall).

She was en route to a gig 
in Quebec City when she first 
found out the good news that 
she was nominated for her 
first solo Juno. She was a bit 
too busy to pop a bottle of 
champagne then, but she was 
elated nonetheless. 

By some coincidence, she 
actually wound up dipping 
into the bubbly after finding 
out the sad news that the 
nomination was being taken 
away. As it happened, it was 
the eve of her 36th birthday. 

Upon finding out, she 
said she didn’t immediately 
feel up to trying to figure 
out why the Junos had made 
the mistake — whether they 
were unaware of their own 
rules or simply unaware of 
her Juno-winning past, but 
she suspects it was the latter. 
In a statement at the time of 
the decision, Junos president/ 
CEO Melanie Beriy called the 
situation “veiy unfortunate.” 

“We didn’t really get into 
details because this was just 
like — oh my, I wanted to 
disappear from the Earth for 
the first day really,” recalled 
Elisapie, whose last name is 
Isaac. “And then the next day 
I said it’s not that bad, really. 
It’s OK.” 

She’s hoping that the ori¬ 
ginal nomination, or news of 
her “de-nomination,” might 
still help spread the word 
about Forbidden Love.

The upcoming drama Mad 
Ship tells the story of a strug¬ 
gling family that immigrates 
to Canada only to have their 
dreams dashed in the drought 
of the early 20th centuiy de¬ 
pression.

not alone,” said Bellows of the 
film’s tragic themes. “When 
one is able to convey a bleak 
and tragic stoiy in an effect¬ 
ive manner, it’s almost cath¬ 
artic for the audience because 
within that stoiy, they recog¬ 
nize that aspect of themselves 
or people that they love and it 
relieves them of some of the 
isolation.” 

With over 20 years of ex¬ 
perience in Hollywood, Bel¬ 
lows clearly has an under¬ 
standing when it comes to 
stoiytelling. This perception 
has even led him behind the 
camera where he just finished 
directing a dark comic thriller 
called Three Days in Havana.
